LONDON'. May 17. — Simple cere- 
monies nuirkod the removal today of the 
holy of Kdwurd VII. from Buckingham 
palace to AVeatmlnster hull; but more 
lnii)i-cs.'ilve tlian the lue.'ienco nf klnfja 
and the gorgeous uniforms of .state of- 
ficials and officers of the nnny and 
navy, was the silent grlof displayed by 
the British people, who, massed behind 
double linos of .soldiers, watctied witli 
strained faces und bowed heads the P9B- 
sagre of the gun carriage tliat bore the 
coffin of the monarch. 

The Queen Mothe-r, Alexandra, who 
rodo in Uie first state carriaRe, suffered 
with (lueenly Ulffnlty, and King George 
wallced behind the coffin with Iil.s two 
sons, the Dul<e of Cornwall and Prince 
Albert, showing no signs of the burden.s 
of sorrow und state Unit rested on his 
soldiers.

Washington Astronomer Fixes 
Beginning of Contact at 
Eleven 0'CIog1< Tonight, 
Eastern Time. 



WASHINGTON, May 17.— Although 
the people of the earth will not know 
they are passing through the tall of 
a comet, neither seeing It nor suffer- 
ing any injurious results therefrom, 
beginning tomorrow night about 11 
o'clock and for the next five hours 
thereafter, they will bu In the midst 
of the tall of Halley's comet. 

This statement was given tonight 
by Prof. Asaph Hall, of the navy, ob-: 
servatlon here. It Is possible,' he 
said, that there will be meteoric 
showers, although he doubted it. 

Its nearest approach to the earth 
having been made, the celestial wand- 
erer, which comes this way but once 
every three-quarters of a century, or 
so, will begin to recede. 

On Thursday, it Is doubtful, accord- 
ing to Prof. Hall, If anybody will be 
able to see the comet, but on Friday 
night, If the weather is favorable, it 
should make a showing.

Part of Stiletto Used in Killing of 
Italian Laborer at Vancouver 
Broken Off in Wound. 

VANCOUVER, May 17.— "A man 
who carries a knife like this should 
bo arrested for It If he did nothing 
else," frciwaed Coroner Jeffs.

INTENTION TO BUILD 

PROWI 'SOUTHERN END 



Junction With Crow's Nest 
Pass Branch to Be at Gal- 
loway, Some Miles East of 
Gran'brook— Route of Road 



VANCOUVER, May 17.— An early 
start on the construction of the Koote- 
nay Central railway Is Indicated by the 
decision of the C. P. R. to immediately 
cull lor tenders for the work. It Is re- 
ported that bids will bo required to 
bo in the hands of officials of the com- 
pany In Vancouver by the end of the 
present month. It is understood that 
this means the starting of the %vork 
this summer. 

At the outset but twonty-flvc or 
thirty miles of work will be awarded, 
and, contrary to general expectations, 
construction will be started on the 
south end of the line Instead of In the 
vicinity of Golden, at the northern end. 
Several years ago ten miles of grading 
was done from Golden, on the main lino 
of the C. P. n., but steel was never 
laid on that section. The Kootenay 
Central, following the valleys of the 
upper Columbia and Kootenay rivers 
will link the main lino of the C. P. R. 
with the Crow'.i Kest branch, travers- 
ing valleys reputed to bo rich in min- 
eral and agricultural resources. 

At its southern end the railway will 
Join the Crow's Nest Pass branch at a 
point some miles to the east of Cran- 
brook, near Galloway. Last: year rop- 
rosentations •worO: made to' the C. P. R, 
by the citizens of Cranbrook with a 
view to having that to*n: made the 
Junction point. The company caused 
surveys to be made, but;lt.>yas found 
that the rpute to- Cranbrook ' was Im- 
practicable, and Galloway' will ' be made 
the Junction. From' Galloway tlie road 
win run to Fort Steele, thence along 
the valley of the Kootenay'- to Candl^ 
Hat, past Upper Columbia lake and the 
Upper Columbia river to Golden.

Verdict of Jury'' "In Case of 
Watts Charged With Murder 
at Nanaimo Assizes — ■ The 
Holmes Trial ' Ptobably Today 



NANAIMO, May 17. — The spring as- 
sizes opened here this afternoon, Mr. 
Justice Gregory presiding. There are 
four cases on tho docket, by far the 
most interesting of which is the 
Holmes murder case. 

In addition to the Holmes case, there 
are three other cases on the docket. 
These arc Rex vs. Watts, In which the 
prisonei-i an old man 70 years of age, 
was charged with the murder of an- 
other old man, Andrew Hogberg, of 
Buynes Sound, in September lust; Rex 
vs. Uannay, assault with Intent to do 
grievous bodily harm, and Rex vs. Rob- 
ertson, in which the latter is charged 
with criminal assault at Extension. 

Deputy Attorney General McLean, the 
crown prosecutor, announced that as 
the associate counsel for defen.'io In 
the Holmes case was unable to appear 
owing to Illness he was prepared to put 
off the case until after the Watts case 
had been tried. True bills had been 
found at .the last assizes. 

The case of Rex vs. Watts was then 
proceeded with. Tho pri.sonor having 
pleaded not guilty. Crown Prosecutor 
McLean outlined the case, first explain- 
ing that the accused up to jVugust 1:1 
had resided In a cabin at Bayncs sound. 
On the afternoon of August 13tli, pris- 
oner and llogborg, the man who was 
killed, .were at an iiotel, where each of 
them had a couple of drlnk.s. and each 
took a bottle of llQuor away with him. 
That was about noon, and that was the 
last seen of Hogberg, bettor known as 
Anderson, alive. Next morning tho 
prisoner was seen by some girls who 
were seeking cows. Watts told them 
that there was a man lying dead beside 
his cabin, and that it wiis Hogberg. The 
prisoijor talked with tho ghds, asking 
tliom If he was dirty. One girl ropllod 
that his face was clean, but his lumds 
wore dirty, and wlU'U he showed them 
to her they were smeared with blooil.

The nio.st InterestlnK phase in the 
traii.sit of Halley's comet through ihu 
known oUior will occur toaay at 10 
p. m., whon the visitant from the un- 
Icnown win pass between tlio earth unci 
the aun. Tlio oarth and comet will be 
In practically tlio same HtralglU line 
as seen from the sun. This evonlni; 
the cinnet will bo approximately IG,- 
000,000 mlleH away from the earth. 
Since ll.s tall is dlrocteil away from 
the sun .shopUl tlie tall bo more than 
in, 000. 000 mllea long and 240,000 mlle.s 
wide, the earth mu.st go tlirough it. A 
.similar occurrence took place In 1801, 
when the earth passed through tlie tall 
of the great cpme.t: seen 'In that year, 
without any dire results. • 

It la probable only In mld-PaGJflo that 
the comet's transit across the sun'H 
(llslc will be ylslble. Astronomers a,nd 
scientists have gathered at Honolulu In 
the hope of discerning the comet's 
Imago on the sun's disk. 

After this evening the comet will be 
vl.slhle in tlie western sky at about 
the same point as the 1910 comet 'was 
seen during the latter part of Febru- 
ary. It is questionable if -the .heaven- 
ly visitant will be seen from Victoria 
before the evening of the 20th Inst., 
and it may possibly not be yislble' un- 
til the evening of tlie 28rd Inst. On 
the former date it will qet,. about f-n 
hour after sunset, setting ' later each 
evening, and on the 23rd inst, setting 
about three hours after sunset. On its 
first appearance In tiie western sky .the 
.sunset glow will probably 'olj^jcurft. It Tior 
a couple of days, but if the vtsltantsis 
as luminous as is stated by 8<iieAtIsts,' 
Victorians arie praotloaily 'certtiin* to 
command a splendFd view on next Mon- 
day evening. On that night between 
the hours of 9 and 11 o'clock the 
gleaming fan may rise as a splendid 
object In the heavens. The tall should 
cover thirty degrees in the sky, or a 
third of the distance from the horizon 
to the zenith.

A grand potlach Is at present tak- 
ing place on the SongHees reserve and 
to it there have gathered four hun- 
dred Indians, representatives of the 
coast' tribes. That the present will be 
the last groat potlach ever to be hold 
is the statement of Willie - Juck and 
Alex Peter of the Saanich tribe who 
aro leaders In the affair. The gov- 
ernment frowns upon the practice, 
with the Indians themselves It Is not 
as popular as once It was and the 
spirit which prompts It is dying out. 
But the present one promises to as- 
sume grand proportions. For four 
> ears it lias Ijeon brewing and latter- 
ly for the past few weeks, the Indians 
have been bu.viiig plankets, pots and 
Icettles in readiness lor it. 

A large number of blankets were 
potlached yesterday afternoon and 
one chief from Saanicli "went tlie al- 
together" by distributing a consider- 
able sum of money, chiefly in dollar 
bills. 

The last big potlatch here took place 
eighteen years ago and as in the pres- 
ent case, Indians from the lour tribes 
of Saanich, those of Beecher Bay, 
Chemainus river, Hanaimo, Sooke, 
Valdez, Kuper island and elsewhere 
arc represented. Most of these will 
remain until the consluston of the af- 
fair on Monday or Tuesday night. 

At the close of the potlach Willie 
Jack proniise.s to spring a sensation. 
Ho will formally state that lie is the 
lawful heir to the clileftalnshlp of the 
Songhees tribe. This he intends to 
Iirove on Tuesday next when he will 
bring out the picture and flag of his 
grandfather, the first chief of the 
Songhees. 

He states that he has no intention 
of attempting to usurp tlie position of 
Clilef Cooi)or nor of stirring up ani- 
mosity against him, lie only wislies 
to make use of this occasion the last 
potlatch to bring again before llie 
members of the tribe, his true ances- 
try.

HIS PLACE IN HISTORY 



At the present time wo speak of Ed- 
ward Vll. as tlie Peacemaker '(Lnd it is 
certainly in that character that he 
seems most' conspicuous to us. : But-jt 
does not follow that this Is how he \xlll 
be regarded In tho Impartial light of 
history, when men are able to take a 
wider view of event.s tlian is' possible 
.to us today. There may he somo little 
act, dee'meji-unlmportajit at the time and 
forgotten ■-temporarily, that may iirove 
.to, be the grrea'test feature of his reisn- 
-For llustration of what we mean it may 
be mentioned tliat In the rcig-n of Qiie^-ii 
^Mary a number of Protestants of no 
particular coiiseciuence fled from Kiig- 
;land and found their way to Oeneva- 
Here they came under the influence of 
Calvinism, but their Ideas on rciigi- 
ous tlilng-s wore somov.-hat different 
from those of their more promini'iit 
^ello^v-eountrynlen, who had taken re- 
fuge there. They , were sncerintrly re- 
ferred to as the Brethren of Purity, 
and looked upon as of no importance 
whatever. Y"t from that despised 
company there r,rew up tlie Hri'ut 
Puritan movement, which chanjeil the 
Whole current of Ens:lish history, and 
directly and indirectly became one of 
the greatest of infh;ences upon the 
world. T\Tien the evidence was being 
talcen by ' a comnilttoc of Parliament 
as to the condition of tliiiijfs in Qtie- 
bec, with the view (if passing such 
legislation as was needed after the 
acquisition of tho country by Kngland. 
thern wore many witnesses present 
ready to testify in f;ivor of establishing: 
the ISiiK-lish law.s .•uui language; but 
J^ord iXorth. then l>'irst .Minister, had 
an engagement at a garden iiarty and 
therefore the committee adjourned 
without hearing what these witnesses 
iiad to say. Possibly If His Lord.sliip 
liMxl not h.'id sui-li ;in eiiSiiKement and 
h:id heard the wilne-s.ses the hi.'jtory of 
Can:u]a nitehl have been different.

A rather dlsaiipointing stoo- comes 
from St. John. The Telegraph of that 
city will not be open to tho e!!;tr;3re of 
poytng- anything because It might ro- 
fleet upon the results of the policy of 
the Dominion government of which it 
is n staunch stipportor, and therefore 
when it tolls us that la.st year «evon 
tihousand Canadians passed through 
,t'hat .elty 'on their way to tho United 
,; States to malte homes there, and that 
•there Is now an exodus of that nature 
of about twenty pcraon.s a day, wo may. 
feci si'ire that the case is not at all 
exaggorateil. \'ve do not kiitiw that 
this Is necessarily a rolloctlon upon 
the Wboral policy;- but. lt is a very ro- 
Brettable stiatk) ' of things, and if any 
means are possible whei-eby tt can be 
prevented, thoy ought to be a^lopted, 



It seems a''plty that; wilh the West 
calling out lor settlors, and with tliou- 
sittuis of iieople entering Canada from 
the United States, this steady stream 
of Canadians iBhoulditie. flowing Out . of 
the Dominion. * 

The first stop to remedying an ovll 
is to find out the cause of It, and tho 
cause of this exodus is not far to seek. 
While the JXarltlme - Provinces are 
progressing, there Is not sufficient pro- 
gress to satisfy the natural longing of 
ambitious j-oung men.' The lure of the 
groat cities draws the young men from 
the farms, and success that litis crown- 
ed the ol'tocts of thousands of young 
$?ova Seotlans, PrlncS^Edward Island- 
ers and New BrUnswlckors in New 
York, Boston and elsewhere in tho 
Eastern .States is an incentive for 
others to follow in their footsteps. 
I'ersons untamlliar with tho facta can 
form .10 idea of what nnttvea of those 
provinces have accomplished. In, the 
United States. Indeed throughout the 
northern part of that country the num- 
ber of successful men from that piu't 
of Canada Is enormous. They arc 
leadei-s in finance, bommeroo, mflnu- 
factures, literature and In the profes- 
sions. Of course the majority have not 
boon conspicuou.'sly successful; the 
nia.iority never are; but the failures 
have been few. Tliesi; youn.n men car- 
ry with them vigorous constitutions, 
habits of industry and economy, tlie 
advantages that come from a good 
brinsliiK "P. determination to 

siu-.-red. The.s- are tin- ln-st i>ossiblo 
matrrial (Uit ol' uhu h to build a na- 
tion. T!n\v .nil to tlie I'nited Ktatos be- 
cause they are unable to llnd scope 
for their energy at him-ie. As a rule 
they become United States citizens 
and do their <lut.\- In that regard. They 
and th..ir eliildrei; are lost to Canada. 

These jieopl,. ran bo ill spared. Out 
in tlie West We are trying to make 
e'aiiadians out of all sorts and con- 
ditions of people, and in the East we 
are losing Ciimulians of tho best type. 
What can be done alioiit if.' There 
is not much ii.-se in advising thorn to 
remain at home, bike most of us In 
this part of the Dominion have been, 
they arc actuated b> tho racial in- 
stinct of migration. Thoy must go 
somewhere. It Is as natural for tlioii- 
sauds of young ISasleni Cuiiadians to 
leave home every year as it is for a 
swarm of bees to leiive the hive. Our 
own younger people have the same 
migratory instinct. They would "go 
West" If tl-.ey were any West t ) go 
to. There i-; ii difference l^etwoen the 
\onn;,' Westerners and the young 
l.-:iisteriier.s. The latter are attracted 
to the cities. 'IM'-e hum of the crowded 
streets, tho brightness of the electric 
lights, . the rusblng crowds .attract 
them. The ' form'oi^ so'ek the edge of 
things'. 'I'hey-'.-iTc attrrict'od votho-'long.- 
lonely ■ trails', to the new towns where 
everything is yet to be done^ When 
the "Victoria or Vancouver boy grows 
restless, he does not seek , the cities 
down the Coast. He picks out one of 
the score or nioi-o of places on the 
skirinisli line /of civilization and tries 
his luck 'In virgin fields. Our young 
eou'ritry-brod men follow their exam-, 
pie. A young fellow leaves the farm and 
the next thing hoard from him Is that 
he is doing the work of the rilonoer 
somewhere for which there is no 
liame" a -year or tw.a ago. 

If we could get tUese line young 
"oxodlzers" from the Maritime Prov- 
inces out here to take part in this 
work cif nation-building It would lie 
a great thing for them and a great 
thir.g for the coinitry. There are many 
of thero Wi-lh ua, and they are such 
capital .fellows that wo want more. 
Thoy would make tli'> finest kind of 
pioneers, not to work foi- otlicrs but 
to build till for theniseh-es after ,they 
have been long enough to got ac- 
quainted. Uow arc we going to got 
them? The cost of tho journey is to 
some extent an obstacle, but we do 
not believe It Is the chief one. Wo^ 
think that the most of these young men 
do not understand wli:it the W'est-lias 
to offer. AN'o are far froni wishing to 
see an effort made to draw away from 
the Eastern Provinces any of the young 
men; but seeing that many of them 
will leave homo ;inyway, we suggest 
to our Kiistern contemporaries that 
they ought to do what thoy can to 
direct their f(jotsteps in this dlroctloii. 
Our contemporary, the Telegraph, 
reaches thousands of homes in the 
Maritime Province^. It la In a position 
to advise Its young readers. U will 
be safe in ti-lling them that they will 
find in the West abundant scope for 
their energy, and a greater 'field of 
opportunity , that the cities of the 
Eastern States afford. A young fellow 
In the vanguard of civilization has the 
linest chance in the world.

This year Mr. Metcalfe will report 
both by letter and wire to tho De- 
partment of Agriculture, from whica 
department the information collected 
by him will be immediately distri- 
buted through all .secretaries ot farm- 
ers' Institutes, boards of trade, iruit 
growers' exchanges .and associations 
and tho press, thcae in turn dissemin- 
ating the information as effectively aa 
possible to the individual growers and 
shippers. ,

The people' of .Toronto have ralBod 
more than the sum 'needed to pay for 
tlin- Younk iMcn'B Christian • Asaocid- 
tlon . Ijuikllng,- and 'the ^ trustees-- havo 
turned ovor the money to the slstor 
organization, .. the Young Women's 
Christian ' Atisociatlon. , In Montreal, 
a very vif^orous campaign la in pro- 
gro.'i.s I'or the croetluii ol' a Women's 
Club buUdlnfj, where girls and wo- 
men at woflc in the great city can 
live In comfort and complete Inde- 
pendence. In both cities, as In most 
others in Canada, the young Wo- 
men's Christian Association has largo 
and active and overcrowded estah- 
li.slimi'iits. Married women, who 
have early gained the shelter and 
protection of homes of their own, do 
not fully realize the dlf licnltles, and 
sometimes the dangers that In thesis 
days meet young girls in cities, largi 
or ynuiU. 

'I'lie teacher, in the west, at least, 
earns enough, and if she is careful, 
miiro than enough' to support her 
from the time she loaves tier home 
Tlic stenographer who acquires her 
])rofesslon In her home town la not 
likely to have to wait many month.s 
till she is independent. But there- 
arc cli'rkh and approntici-s to tlu^ 
various trades who, until they havt) 
galiuid cxpc-rii-ncc-, must have help 
from home. I^arents living at a dis- 
tance do not realize the expenses a 
girl m\ist Incur. Indeed, it nuiy 
often be, that imused as most girls 
are to having money of their own 
to spend, many months must elapse 
before they know how to lay out to 
advantage their small salaries. Pro- 
test as women may that It their 
services arc needed In the business 
and indnstrial world, they ought to 
receive enough to ensure them a liv- 
ing, It is \et true In this respect they 
are at a preat dlsadviintage com- 
pared with their brothers. 

Every woman knows that boarding 
liouse keepers wouUl ratlier have men 
than women In their houses. They 
are willing to pay nvore, and as a 
rule are less trouble. The girl has 
many things to do in the house that 
a jiicn has not, and these interfere 
to some extent with the work of its 
mistress. 

Dut the greatest need of the young 
girl Is that of protection. If she 
has friends or relatives in a city she 
can be placed in theeir charge till she 
ha.s growti accuHtomed to her sur- 
roundings and learned to take care of 
herself. Hut there are arriving dally 
in all cities girls, scarcely more than 
children, who with slender means are 
without knowledge or experience or 
friends. Recent revelations have 
shown that dangers hitherto unsus- 
pected even by older people, await 
the girl who has not learned ' that 
there are In the.ivorld men and -wo- 
men wicked enough to lead such as 
she Is, Into danger for the sake of 
gain 

But It is wrong and useless to try 
to make young? people believe as some 
advise that they must distrust all 
whom they meet. It is not true tlint 
most people, even In the largest and 
most corrupt cities are corrujit. It 
Is far better to surround a girl at 
the outset with good couiiianions and 
wholesome inlluences. It slie can 
be placed in a home where the pleas- 
ures and moans of self iitiprovement 
suitable to her age can be found, so 
much the better. This Is what Is 
attempted by the Young Women's 
(Christian Associations, and women 
never united with a better or more 
womanly purpose. - 

At present there Is not In'VlctorIa 
an institution in all ways "Yltted for 
the work Young .'Women's Christian 
Associations in larger cities under- 
take. But strangers are met and 
\\elcomed. ;ind a safe resting ])lai-e 
is provided for those who are jjass- 
ing through or waiting for sitimtions 
in the city. This Is not much but 
It is something, and wherever women 
are alive to the needs of the girls 
who are living In their midst, where- 
ever there is a genuine love for them 
and a true appreciation of their value 
to the community means will be found 
to help them. Until a larger, homo 
Is built, and indeed afttrwardft, a 
great deal can be accompllslied by 
Individuals, who embrace ev(;ry nj)- 
portunlty of being kind to the girls 
with whom they are brought into 
contact. 

Ill the battle with disease, women 
In all countries are, doing yeoman's 
work. Among the most noted of Its 
leaders Is the Countess of Aberdeen. 
Three years ago she founded In j Ire- 
land the Women's National Health 
Assoclatloh.^and -since that, city and 
i:ountry have felt the. benefit of the 
worlc done by It. There was at first 
great prejudice- against the. attempts 
of the society to. Induce tile sufferers 
from tuberculosis to observe the pre- 
couttons which are now kno-wn to he 
iieceaaary for health. But the > so- 
ciety worked with great zeal and en- 
thusiasm. There are now 17, ."13 mem- 
bers and liiS brancluii, mid wlierever

One of tho British horao raclng; ieX'- 
perts, who writes under the non.'de 
plume, Raplor, in Sporting and Dra- 
matic, has this to say about the ap- 
proaching Derby: 

"It was truly a great race for the 
Two Thousand. When last week I 
yas writing about the short heads by 
which the race had been won, I did 
rot expect wa were to see another of 
them. I had heard so much of Lem- 
berg from tho best authority that I 
had convinced myself ha would win; 
but I wound up my comment on tho 
race witli the remark that "Nell Gow 
can do wonderful things when ho 
likes." Last Wednesday ho did like, 
and we very seldom sec anything like 
the thrilling struggle which resulted. 
"Now," I thought to myself, as I left 
my perch and hurried off to have a 
look at the horse as ho returned to 
weigh in, "1 know what somebody will 
say to mo In less than three minutes!" 
In less than one somebody said It. "If 
the jockeys had only been reversed!" 
That was precisely what I had anti- 
cipated. There was a certain amount 
of cogency In it, bocuuso Maher had 
had a long acquaintance with Neil 
Gow'a peculiarities. He may, there- 
fore, have got a bit more out of the 
colt than a jockey unacquainted with 
him could have done; but tho Impli- 
cation was that another jockey might 
have ridden a better race on LemUerg 
than Dillon did, and with this I can- 
not agree. He had bad luck in a way. 
The two leaders got so close that Dil- 
lon seemed to be hampered. I do not 
think ho could have used his whip 
with his right hand. But this was 
bad luck, and not bad jockeyshlp. I 
do not believe that Tressady's failure 
greatly surprised his friends. Some- 
body who should know him bettor 
than anybody else described him to 
mo as "a funny horse." His "fun" In 
this connection consists of not put- 
ting it all in. 

"I am writing in some haste shortly 
after seeing the race. Of course, it Is 
a subject to which we shall have to i 
return as facts, ideas, and opinions 
come to light. The, problem la: "What 
v/111 win the Derby? I realised how 
greatly this was occupying the minds 
of tho lieges when on "Wednesday 
evening a stranger — a gentleman, as 
his voice and diction showed — joined 
me in the street and asked mo what 
I thought about it. I was walking 
from tho "tube," and my race glasses 
informed him where I had been, no 
doubt. He wanted to know whether 
Nell Gow seemed to bo staying on, 
and whether Lemberg, was fit. They 
were both staying on. Lemberg blew 
very little after the race, but will 
have rather more muscle on his quart- 
ers by June Ist. If I had backed Nell 
Gow I should be -nortally afraid of

Lizzie Sorensen of Tyee Com- 
pany Foundered Aiter Bein.g 
Struck By Tail of Enraged 
IVlammal off Alaskan Coast 



The .steam whaler Lizzie .Sorensen 
has been aupk by a whali^ off the Alas- 
kan coast. The wlialer, owned by Iho- 
Tyoe Whaling Co.. of San I'ranclseo, 
was destroyed off Cape Onunaney last 
Thiir.sday, by a blou- from the tall oC 
:iii enraged ivhale which had been har- 
puoned, and which, aftor running away 
with the rope, turned and charged fu- 
riously agulnst the whaler. 

Passing under the stern, the wlialo 
delivered a terrlflr blow that crushed 
in the .Sorenacn's hull and i-esulted in 
the sinking of the vesjol in four min- 
utes, giving the crew Ijareiy time- to 
lake to the small boats. 

They rowed to shore, built a fire, 
and w'ere picked up the next night 'by 
a passing vessel'. The whale was found 
dead, floating hear the scene of the 
fight. 

Tlie sunken whali r \v.'ih a wooden 
vessel, a scIiooik:-. eiiuipped witli en- 
gines for steam whaling wifli tlie 
steamer T.vee, of the Tyee AVhaling 
C:o. She \vas an old vessel, bought at 
•San l''rancisco and was equipped with 
engines about a, year ago. 

The T.vee, the other \-essel used by 
the eompan.v, is similar In eonstnu,-- 
tion to the steam ivhalors u.sod by the 
Pacific whaling conipan.\-. of this city, 
off the west coast of Vancouver Island.

Experience of the Kildalton Off 
- Cnpe Horn Shov/s Necessity of 
Loading Heavy Cargoes 

The experiences of the bark I-Cildal- 
ton, Capt. .lones, oft' Cape Iluru, on 
her voy.-igo from Ciliisgow to Pugel; 
Sound Willi a lii-a\-\- I'lirgo of pig iron, 
will likely lend to induce alteratliiii 
of the methods of loading these iieavy 
'cargoes on sailing craft. 

As the Kildalton was battling with 
the head winds off Cape Horn, the 
heavy jiig iron , and brick Bliilting 
solidly with evei-\ change of eourst:. 
Capt. Jones noticed tliat !ils niiiin- 
inast was becoinlng loose. 'J'he rig- 
ging on the lee side always slacked, 
the mast wobbling perceptibly, and lie 
feared that It would go by the board. 

'I'o save it Capt, Jciies rigged pre- 
ventative tackle, being a wire line 
fioni the rail to tlie lower masthead 
and liauling it taut with blocks and 
iin Kle. A\'i res -'-were strung to both 
rails, and Capt. Jones lielleves that 
this alone saved bis niainmasl Iroiii 
going over tin- fide, leaving the ship 
crippled, 

i.ast >-eai ;i .-limilurly lo.uled ship 
from lOurupe lor the Sound met with 
a like experience, liut instead of using 
pi-e\-entative tackle, Kcrewrrd up the. 
rigging, in all taking it up about eight 
ii'chos, and the master feared thai the 
mastViecl liad .given away. 

On unloading It was found that ill 
mastheel was sound, and on exaniiii 
ing the rigging again it was disi \ 
ered to be- too tight, and the unmis 
tokable conclusion was reached that 
the heav^- cargo Of fiig iron, mostly 
loaded amidships, iiad sprung tho 
bottom outward, tlins locsening the 
mast. 

With the discharge of the cargo tho 
bottom gradually regained its natural 
contour, straining the tightened rig- 
ging until it was as taut as a violin 
string. It had to be eased carefully 
to prevent accident. 

The underwriters' surveyors will In 
the riiture ipsiit thai the heavy cargo 
shall be .spread more evenly over the 
bottom of the sailing ships. Hereto- 
fore the practice has been to load 
about 30O tons forward, about 50(1 
Ions aft and tho balance amidships, 
giving from 1,D00 to 2,000 tons dea0 
weight In, the center of tho ship.
